Thi* 
testiniony mnet be made public, because, like 
the revelations which we print this m orning, 
it throw s m uch light u|K>n tbe whole subject 
of street cleaning. It may even afford UBsoaio 
information in regard to the operations of 
Mr. Disbecker, whose great discoveries, it 
seems, are already honored by the workmen of 
the Iiureau who have named the largest heap 
of garbage in the city “Camp Disliecker. ” 
Disbecker always was ambitions, but nobody 
will seek to deprive him of the distinction be 
has BUcxieeded iu earning for himself, but most 
people will rejoice wh;n tbe men who bought 
dirt from him with which to poison a whole 
city are compelled to cart it away again at 
their own expense.

The rondnetors on that 
line seem to have peculiar ideas about their 
duty. 
It may be that many representatives of 
that undesirable class know n as “ beat*” at­ 
tem pt occasionally to ride in the cars of this 
road without paying fare, but that is no reason 
for the conductors to adopta course calculated 
to kill or endonger the lives of their passen­ 
gers. 
Putting a passenger who has not paid 
his fare off on a trestlework or on a bridge at 
night is an unjust method of getting even 
with him. 
In one case Huch a conrse reenUed 
in tbe death of the party concerned. 
Again, 
beating a man into a state of insensibility 
is equally objectionable. 
Yet it has been 
charged and proved against some of tbe con- 
dnctors of the Pennsylvania Railroad that 
they have frequently acted with the above- 
mentioned brutality to's-ard some of their 
passengers. 
It is very easy for them to hand 
over delinquent passenger.s to the police at 
the first station, instead of exposing them to 
death by elobbing them into insensibility or 
putting them off on a bridge at m idnight.

senses by ordering an arrest.

The calamity in Boston, which is reported 
in the news columns of the H ebalp this 
morning, if not without parallel, is so far, at 
least, without explanation.

that a bright flame suddenly burst from all 
the doors and windows of the building, when 
tbe structure crumbled and fell, burying in
